LONDON, April 11.—Central Hull has 
gone Liberal for the first time isince . it 
became 4 parliameptary constituency. 

The ‘result of the bye-election follow- 
ing the.death of Sir Mark Sykes,\Coali- 
tion Unionist, who had a majority of 
10,371 over the Liberal candidate at the 
December general election, was declared 
today and showed a Liberal majority of 
917' over the Coalition Unionist candi- 
date. The vote was: Commander. J. M: 
Kenworthy, Liberal, 8,616; Lord Bu- 
stace Percy, Coalition Unfonist, 7,699.

Plaintiff Must Show Real Damage. 


Attorneys W.: L. Marburg of Balti- 
more and’ Charles A.. Douglas made the 
arguments today for the Baltimore Club 
and George Wharton.

actual damage in an amount susceptible 
of expression in figures and not mere 
conjectural. or speculative damage, was 
allowed by the court.

David L. Fultz, President of the Inter- 
national League and lawyer, when inter- 
viewed over the telephone last night by 
a reporter for THm New YorK TIMES, 
declined to discuss Justice Stafford's 
charge until. he had an opportunity -to 
read the views of the Court.

John Conway Toole, attorney for the 
Giants, when informed last night of

to keep Russia from falling into the 
Tialids § of the Germahs. - Bdlshevist 
propaganda from the’ enemy’s. lines 
has_no. doubt been at ‘work, and the 
Bolshéviled < will: be tHuch inspired by 
what they regard as the enter 
of-a capitalist army.

of the war; that a large portion, in- 
cluding especially the soldiers . and 
sailors, of the, gredtly extepified new 
electorate did not vote~all these 
things. made the whole election essen- 
tially tumultuary and gave a result of 
doubt and insubetantiality. 
Georer, a figure of vital energy as an 
administrator and an organizer of vic- 
tory, an orator, a poet of the vivid 
Celtic type necessarily powerful in a 
democracy, has risen rapidly. to power 
by methods which he has hardly had 
time to consider, and “not. without 
‘perilous appearances of ingratitude to 
his old friends.;. Thesé are the arts)o 
thé polititian; ahd a politi¢ien oh 
to make sudden alliances and. more 
generously ‘careléss of_thé means -of 
political success has not appeared in 
England since Mr. GLadsToNe’s time. 

Three hundred and seventy members 
of the House of Commons, more than 
half its total membership, haye signed 
ax telegram calling on.

Coalition—and ‘it niust be 
remembered that Mr. Liorp Grorér 
has no party of his own—was 471 out 
of 707 votes. In a vague way, aril} 
subject ‘to’ the fiatural. divisions in 
regard to reconstruction and labor, all 
these Coalitionists, together with the 
Unionists, who won 46 seats, and the 
obscure National Party, which con- 
trolled two votes, could be regarded, 
at least in .December, as Mr. Licrp 
Groran’s. His ditéct: opposition was 
to -be found ‘in the, Labor Party, with 
65 votes, and among tie so-called 


-Asquith Liberals, few in number, only 


85, but of distinguished intelligence 
and parliamentary experience, and the 
little knot of Independents. Probably 
only about 50 per . of the electors 
voted. The Pacifists and the Asquith 
Liberals were terribly defeated. Not 
since Mr. areca 6 first “Home 
in 1886, or the election in 
the Boer war in 1900, has there been 
so_small an actual representation of 
the popular will. , 

Busy and an opportunist, Mr. Luorp 
Georce took the gifts that the gods of 
the ballot provided. The fierce 
Cockney talk about ‘‘ hanging the 
Kaiser,’ ‘and ‘‘ making _Germany 
pay’ probably amuséd him. Mack 
has been made of his. concessions. to 
the press. The same thing, if in’a 
smaller . way, - used to be ‘said about 
Lord Paumsrston. The fact remains 
that eminent members of the Geo- 
graphical Society and the Alpine Chib 
like Lord NorTHourre and Mr. Hora- 
Tio Bortomust, M. P., conductors of 
sensational papers, have assumed a 
ponderous importance, a power over 
public opinion and ‘a petsonal direction 
of Mr. Liérp Guopas and the Govern- 
ment, a responsibility for the Peace 
Conference, and a neat general atti- 
tude of running the world, which is 
either: arrogance or’ represents fhe 
actual, and, jn that case, to many of 
us the régrettablé public — of 
&/ Great- Britain.

_ Issues Wage Increase Order. 


Director Genéral Hines, on ‘behalf of 
the. Railroad Administration, announced 
formally today that wage increases had 
been granted to the 400,000 train and 
engine men, which, based.on the situa- 
tion during the calendar year 1918, 
would. aggregate. $67,500,000... This total 
will be cut down somewhat by the peace- 
time conditions during’ 1919. 

It was stated in THE Times this morn- 
ing that the increases. would approx- 
imate . $65,000,000, and this apparently 
& about the actual amount which, ‘wil! 

be paid out in increases under the lat- 
est, advance during the present calen- 
dar year. The increase represents an 
average of about 10 per cent. . 

The formal announcement reads_ in 
part: 

** Since this step practically completes 
what can properly be termed the * war 
cycle’ of wage increases to railroad la- 
bor, it will be of interest to explain the. 
procedure which the Railroad Adminis- 
tration adopted <erevenout the war in 
dealing with its wage problems. 

‘‘Prior to the, beginning of Federal 
control of the railroads on Jan, 1, 1918; 
railroad labor génerallty regarded itself 
as grossly underpaid, on account of the 
great increasé in the cost of living, and 
on account of the. much higher wages 
paid in many other lines of work. In 
order: to deal. with this situation, the 
Railroad Administration gave assurances 
to .railroad’ labor that a commission 
would be created to report as to. what 
increases ought to be made, and that 
any increases adopted would begin with 
Jan. 1, 1938. 

This commission, known as the Rail- 
road Wage Commission, was promptly 
appointed, Fag som gd Messrs. Frank- 
lin K. Lane,» s €. McChord, J. 
Harry Covington, “ind William R, Will- 
cox. The commission made its report 
April 30, 1918, and on, May 25, 1918, the 
Railroad Administration issue@ its Gen- 
eral Qrder No. 27, making increases 
based on this report. 

‘To tak such supplemental action 
as might be necessary, the Board of 
Raflroad Wages and Working Condi- 
tions was created, consisting of three 
representatives of railroad managements 
and three representatives of railroad 
labor.

ADD TEN DESTROYERS 
_ TO FLEET IN MONTH 


Total of 438 Vessels Are Build- 
ing or Have Been Authorized 
for Our Navy. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—America’s 
battle fleet was augmented last month 
by ten new destroyers and one subma- 
rine. besides the superdreadnought Idaho, 
which will join Admiral Mayo’s forces, 
upon their return from Guantanamo 
Bay within a few days. Five auxiliary 
ships. also were completed in March, and 
present expectations are that more than 
150 additional ships will be delivered be- 
fore the end of the year: 

Vessels commissioned last month in-

Danger in Stoppage of Drugs. ° 


Fear of the stoppage of drugs is 
worrying the authorities, for.if a serious 
situation arises, Dr. Copeland said, 
every “agency must be ready to deal 
with it. That there is danger was 
shown by the records of the Queens 
policé yesterday. Two men «were caught 
fm, the att of ransacking the room of 
House Surgeon Powell, in St. John’s 
Hospital. They said they were Joseph 
Toberg, 21 years old, of 331 East Fifty- 
first Streét, Cleveland, and William 
Immenhort, 21,: of 1,532 Jones Street, 
Cincinnati.

‘If a. practicing and registered physi- 
cian issues an order for morphine to an 
habitual user thereof, the order not be- 
ing issued by, him in the course of pro- 
fessional treatment in the attempted 
cure of the habit; but being issued for 
the purpose of providing the user with 
morphine sufficient to keep him com- 
fortable by maintaining his customary 
use, is such,order a physician’s prescrip- 
tion under €xception (b) of Section 2? ”’ 
Court decision : 

‘ As to Question 3, to call such an or- 
der for the uge of morphine a physician's 
prescription’ Would’ be so plain a per- 
version of méaning that no discussion of 
the subject is required. That question 
should be answer in the negative.’ 

Dr. Copeland said he thought that un- | 
doubtedly tine decision forbade doctors 
prescribing simply to. keep patients 
‘* comfortable,’’ but it did not prohibit 
proper treatment’ of addicts. he De- 
partment of Health, he said, was pri- 
marily giving relief after each appli- 
cant had receiyed a thorough physical 
examination to find out what was the 
underlying physical disturbance, and 
those who were“simply addicts were 
having doses reduced very rapidly. It 
was not the department’s purpose to 
keep addicts ‘‘ coemforfable.”’ 

-The weakness of the-present method, 
it is said,.is that there is‘no check on 
the addict and he can have his pre- 
scription re aggre by many doctors. 
This prevention of,duplication is a mat- 
ter to which the officials are now giving 
the gravest attention. 

Several suggestions have reachéd the 
Department of Health. One-is to have 
each addict under treatment: by the de-% 
partment branded on the arm.with silver 
nitrate, the marks to serve as a guide 
to physicians to whom he or she ap- 
plies, Many humorous* comments were 
made yesterday on- the’ plan. 


Consider Identification Plahs., 


There also is a. plan under considera- 
tion of issuing identification cards to 
addicts. Another is to have each ad- 
dict_ inform the department as to , the 
physician he or she desires to treat 


em.
